turned over their money-losing 
passenger trains to Amtrak in 
1971, claim they can handle at 
least 15 per cent more coal and 
other merchandise without the 
need of new hoppers, gondolas 
and boxcars. 
But within a year, if a 
prolonged 
gasoline

There 
now is an order backlog of 
more than 61,500 freight cars, 
which should be delivered this 
year.

The Association of 
American Railroads, the voice 
of the country’s 64 major roads 
and 448 smaller lines, says the 
figure could jump 15 per cent 
this year, a large share of it in 
hauling coal. 
But the energy unknowns 
loom large. 
“I don’t know what’s going 
to happen,” says W. Graham 
Clay tor Jr., president of the 
Southern Railway, one of the 
most profitiable in the nation. 
But on freight, he adds, “if 
there’s a great deal of pressure, 
I am sure we can move faster 
and unload faster.” 
But so far there has been no 
real pressure from shippers. 
A survey of major firms 
showed that they aren’t ready 
for wholesale switching from 
highway to rail as long as their 
trucks are getting the fuel they 
need. 
Some shippers, though, are 
making emergency 
plans to 
divert goods if the oil situation 
worsens — which no one yet is 
predicting 
— 
or 
if

transport becomes too costly. 
Claytor insists the answer 
to the energy crunch is to put 
more freight on the rails. But 
he acknowledged that trucks 
have their role in America’s 
transportation. 
“For very short hauls, and 
for light density branch lines, 
railroad traffic is wasteful in 
comparison to trucks,” Claytor 
says. “But for long distances 
we can carry four times as 
much freight with the same 
amount of fuel.”

Autopsy results 


By Lawrence E. Lamb, M.D. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
husband died in April 1972. 
He was sick about six months 
and was 66 years old. He had 
atherosclerosis, generalized, 
coronary arteries, and the 
brain. 
He also had gall bladder 
and prostate gland surgery. 
He recovered from both 
operations. He kept losing 
strength, especially in the 
legs. He was not able to walk 
after about the third month. 
His death certificate said the 
cause of death was renal 
failure. However, the autop­ 
sy stated the case was 
amyloidosis. Would you ex­ 
plain this to me? 
DEAR READER - Your 
husband had a real difficult 
time, as you know. He also 
had a fairly rare disease. 
The death certificate and 
the autopsy report are con­ 
sistent. Amyloidosis is a pro­ 
cess that sometimes develops 
in the course of a chronic, 
long standing illness. The 
amyloid is a mixture of 
starch and protein that forms 
inside body cells, particu­ 
larly of the heart, spleen, 
li v er and kidney. The 
amyloid material replaces 
the normal cell structure and 
these cells can no longer 
function. When an organ is 
full of amyloid it loses it 
function, and the symptoms 
are a result of that. When the 
heart is affected, the heart 
may fail. If the kidney is in­ 
volved, the kidney (renal) 
functions fail. 
So the amyloid deposits in 
y o u r h u s b a n d ’s k i d n e y s 
c a u s e d g r a d u a l k i d n e y 
failure. The doctors were 
corret in listing renal failure 
on the death certificate. By 
m icro sco p ic e x a m in a tio n 
then the cause of the renal 
failure was proved to be 
from amyloid deposits. 
DEAR* DR. LAMB - We 
are interested in food and 
don’t fill up on sweets or fats. 


Will you please tell us about 
popcorn? All ages seem to 
enjoy it. 
DEAR READER - It’s just 
dandy. If you don’t put a lot 
of margarine or butter on it, 
popcorn is a low calorie, very 
low fat snack. If you like a 
buttery flavor, you can salt it 
with a r t i f i c i a l butter- 
flavored salt. What little fat 
popcorn contains naturally is 
mostly polyunsaturated fat. 
Just plain it is far superior to 
high fat dips, chips, nuts and 
most modern snack items. 
There was a time when peo­ 
ple sat around the fire in the 
evening, read, munched on 
fresh apples and popcorn. 
People were healthier then, 
too. 
DEAR DR. LAMB - I have 
had my tubes tied after three 
Caesarian pregnancies. Re­ 
cently I’ve been told that 
there is a chance they may 
come untied. Has this ever 
happened before? 
DEAR READER - About 
the only sure method of birth 
control in a woman is 
removal of her uterus or the 
removal of both ovaries. 
Having your tubes tied really 
is an injury to the tubes. It is 
nature’s way to try to heal 
any injury to the body. So it is 
that in rare cases the cut and 
tied tubes succeed in reunit­ 
ing. Literally the body cor­ 
rects the injury. I would like 
to add that this is very rare. 
It is more likely to occur if 
the tubes are tied at the time 
of delivery than if the pro­ 
cedure is done at a later date 
after complete recovery 
from pregnancy.

had one 
death for every 56 highway 
accidents in 1972 (the latest 
figures 
available), 
compared 
with one death in every 35 
a c c id e n ts 
s ta te s id e , 
the 
Missouri State Highway Patrol 
reports. 
In five counties south of 
Cape Girardeau County, where 
funeral homes provide the only 
ambulance service — without 
the 
equipment 
or 
skilled 
manpower Cape has — the 
death ratio 
is much higher 


than 
either 
the 
Cape 
or 
sta te w id e 
average, 
figures 
show. 
In Scott County, the 1972 
ratio of deaths to accidents was 
one death in every 11 accidents 
— three times higher than the 
statewide 
average 
and 
five 
times 
more 
than 
in 
Cape 
Girardeau, the patrol figures 
show. 
In Pemiscot County, the 
death rate was one in 15; in 
both 
Mississippi 
and 
New 
Madrid counties, one in 16; 
and in Stoddard, one in 41. 
Ironically,

are among the areas bitterly 
opposed to a new state law 
that would require licensing of 
ambulances and attendants to 
upgrade

Dr. Charles P. McGinty, a 
Cape Girardeau physician who 
has conducted training courses 
for ambulance attendants and 
other rescue personnel, says 
there

excellent emergency medical 
services are saving lives in Cape 
County. 
“ V ictim s 
o f 
highway 
accidents from other places 
give us the most trouble,” Dr. 
McGinty said. ‘‘Once a child 


badly injured in an accident 
arrived bleeding, in very bad 
shape, in a station- wagon type 
a m b u lan c e 
from 
another 
county, 
with

attendant 
except the driver. And we had 
no 
advance 
knowledge 
the 
injured child was arriving until 
he was at the hospital door.” 
In Cape Girardeau County, 
the 
ambulances 
are 
radio­ 
equipped, so that plenty of 
advance notice can reach the 
hospital before injured persons 
arrive, McGinty noted. 
‘‘Our ambulance attendants 
have resuscitated heart attack 
victims, so that they arrived at

pointing out trained attendants 
can give vital aid at the scene 
of an emergency.

Instead of seeking to repeal 
the state ambulance law, Rouse 
believes residents in other areas 
n o w

emergency service should be 
looking into the many kinds of

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Mrs. Shell teaches 
public on nutrition 


and buying sense

NEW YORK (AP) - Adeline 
Garner Shell enjoys making 
consumers fighting mad. 
She said consumers don’t get 
enough information to make in­ 
telligent buying decisions be­ 
cause “ We have a lot of facts, 
but not a lot of information.” 
Information is what she pro­ 
vides in her classes for buying 
clubs, and now in a new book, 
“ S u p erm ark et 
Counter 
Power.” 
F rom four basic food groups— 
meat,fruits and vegetables, 
dairy products, breads and ce­ 
reals — she tells how to pick 
and choose to save money and 
nutrition, naming names and 
citing brands. 
“ I took this bag of potato 
chips to my class,” she said in 
an interview here. “ I told them 
it had recently risen in price 
from 29 cents to 33 cents. They 
didn’t think that was so ter­ 
rible. But it also went from 
three and a half ounces down to 
only three ounces, and for more 
money. Now that makes people 
angry,” she added. 
She also told about crackers 
that appear to be half the size 
of a one-pound box, but because 


the box is shorter, are only sev­ 
en ounces in weight. She ex­ 
plains to consumers about de­ 
ceitful packaging. 
Mrs. Shell has worked in al­ 
most every area of the food 
consumer industry, and most 
recently 
worked 
with 
Bess 
Meyerson here in the depart­ 
ment of consumer affairs as di­ 
rector of consumer services. 
She has done product promo­ 
tion. research, marketing, edu­ 
cation; been a magazine food 
editor, worked as a public

“ Cereal packaging is another 
area we need more information 
about. Unit pricing helps. You 
know you pay 88 cents a pound 
for a large box of cereal and 
$1.57 a pound for the small 
boxes packaged together. But 
the cost per serving is still dif­ 
ferent. Small boxes are often 
not one-ounce servings, but 
five-eighths of an ounce. In­ 
stead of costing you 5.5 cents 
per ounce serving, those deceit­ 
ful packages are costing you 9.9 
cents. 
“ The question is not which 
cereal to buy, but whether you 
should but it at all,” Mrs. Shell 
said. 
She wrote the book about 
these things out of her frustra­ 
tion with the lack of consumer 
information available. 
“ I think cereals in some 
cases should be labeled ‘Forti­ 
fied Sugar with Cereal Added.’ 
They’re not real food. The rea­ 
son I despise them along with 
colas, instant sugar drinks and 
chips, is that they force out ot 
a child’s diet things he really 
needs for growth and develop­ 
ment. 
“ Television advertising for 
such products is immoral. Di­ 
rected at children, it is the 
same thing as a lecherous per­ 
son tempting a child in a dark 
hallway. It is corrupting his in­ 
telligence,” she said. 
Mrs. Shell said some com­ 
panies have started in the right 
direction. Consumers must, she 
added, take a stronger stand 
against large companies so that 
they can get more shopping in­ 
formation and better nutrition. 
"I think we should appeal to 
the Protestant ethics of com­ 
panies to make them more re­ 
sponsible 
to 
society,” 
she 
added. “ The food crisis is far 
more crucial than the energy 
crisis. It has come about be­ 
cause of our greed for ex­ 
cessive profits, because produc­ 
tion of junk food returns higher 
profits. 
“ It is the consumer’s respon­ 
sibility to take a more active 
role, using the only real power 
he has: voting his spending dol­ 
lar for the best possible prod­ 
uct,” Mrs. Shell said. 
The affluent society is sold on 
convenience foods, which sacri­ 
fice taste, nutrition and money 
for ease of preparation. Mrs. 
Shell said they sometimes take 
longer to prepare than “ real 
food.” 
In her classes, Mrs. Shell 
teaches methods of baking and 
preparing foods as well as nu­ 
trition and how to buy. She said 
more and more young men are 
attending the classes and are 
“ most enthusiastic.” 
“ I want to popularize com­ 
parison shopping,” she said, 
“ but you cannot comparison 
shop if you don’t have on hand 
information, such as drained 
weight of canned foods. You 
N.can follow all the unit pricing 
suggestions and even prepare 
your shopping list by what’s on 
special, and still bust the budg­ 
et.” 
Consumers, Mrs. Shell added, 
must take charge. They must 
take their place in the free en­ 
terprise system and modify or 
change what isn’t good. 
“ A lot of consumerism is just 
good sense,” she said. “ Food 
should be more than something 
you stuff your face with. It 
should be wrapped with fellow­ 
ship; it should nourish your 
family and your lifestyle as 
well as provide basic good 
health.”

DEAR DR. LAMB - My 
husband died in April 1972. 
He was sick about six months 
and was 66 years old. He had 
atherosclerosis, generalized, 
coronary arteries, and the 
brain. 
He also had gall bladder 
and prostate gland surgery. 
He r e c o v e r e d from both 
operations. He kept losing 
strength, especially in the 
legs. He was not able to walk 
after about the third month. 
His death certificate said the 
cause of death was renal 
failure. However, the autop­ 
sy sta te d the c a se was 
amyloidosis. Would you ex­ 
plain this to me? 
DEAR READER - Your 
husband had a real difficult 
time, as you know. He also 
had a fairly rare disease. 
The death certificate and 
the autopsy report are con­ 
sistent. Amyloidosis is a pro- 
^ cess that sometimes develops 
six in the course of a chronic, 
long standing illness. The 
am yloid is a 
mixture of 
starch and protein that forms 
inside body cells, particu­ 
larly of the heart, spleen, 
l i v e r a n d k i d n e y . T he 
am yloid m aterial replaces 
the normal cell structure and 
these cells can no longer 
function.

Literally the body cor­ 
rects the injury. I would like 
to add that this is very rare. 
It is more likely to occur if 
the tubes are tied at the time 
of delivery than if the pro­ 
cedure is done at a later date 
after c om p l e t e re co v er y 
from pregnancy.
